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Work starts on Woolwich leg of new London rail link

GREENWICH Council has been 
praised for the way it manages and 
spends its money. 

The praise has come from an 
independent watchdog which monitors 
the way councils manage public money. 

A report by the Audit Commission said 
Greenwich Council was good with your 
money. 

Now the council’s efficiency means the 
Council Tax could be frozen again next 
year - the eighth time in 14 years. 

It followed a report by independent 
District Auditor Susan Exton who 
carried out an annual review to measure 
Greenwich Council’s performance, and 
awarded top-end marks for what she 
found. 

She said: “The council manages its 
overall budget effectively. The council 
has a strong financial planning process. 
Budget setting processes are robust. 
Stakeholder engagement on financial 
matters is effective and spending reflects

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Great Harry arsonist gets four years 


A 16-year-old from Abbey Wood has been 
sentenced to fouryears in a centre foryoung 
offenders, after he set the Great Harry Pub 
on fire during the disorder in Woolwich in 
August. 

The teenager, who can not be named 
for legal reasons, was sentenced at Inner 
London Crown Court. 

He was arrested on August 22 after handing 
himself in at Plumstead police station; 
detectives from Plumstead had visited his 
address on various occasions, after receiving 
information from the public. It followed GT 
stories appealing for information on riot 
suspects. The teenager was charged on 
August 23 when police officers confronted 
him with CCTV images of his actions which 
resulted in £3.5 million worth of damage. 


He appeared at Inner London Crown Court 
in September, pleading guilty to arson 
and being reckless as to whether life is 
endangered. He also admitted violent 
disorder and burglary of the Money Shop 
in Woolwich but denied arson with intent to 
endanger life. 

He was remanded in secure accommodation 
until his hearing on the December 2. 

Detectives from Greenwich analysed hours 
of CCTV, including images relating to the 
teenager. The footage shows the 16-year- 
old breaking a piece of wood from a pallet 
in General Gordon Square, wrapping some 
material around it and turning it into a 
torch using a fire already started nearby. 
The youth can be seen walking in the Great 
Harry pub in Wellington Street, Woolwich, 


with his torch and walking out without it. 
The pub is subsequently engulfed in flames. 
Afterwards he goes on to commit a burglary 
in the Money Shop in Greens End with a 
group of people. 

Officer in the case acting Police Sergeant 
Mark Gilchrist said: “The damage left 
the local community in Woolwich filled 
with dismay by the level of vandalism and 
disorder that took place that night. It is 
needless to say that the teenager’s action 
could have cost someone’s life. It was pure 
luck that nobody died in that fire”. 

Greenwich Borough Commander Richard 
Wood added: “I am extremely pleased with 
the result of the investigation. I hope that the 
public in Woolwich will feel that justice has 
been served.”

Tasteful view at student-run restaurant

CHRISTMAS comes early 
for the 50 catering and 
hospitality students at 
the Shooters Hill Post- 16 
Campus. 

During the last two weeks 
of term they are busy 
serving Christmas lunches to 
members of the public in their 
45-seat City View restaurant. 
And at £19.50 per head for a 
top quality meal, most days 
in December are already fully 
booked. 

They expect to get through 
60 kilos of rolled turkey 
breast - all delivered fresh - 
and 180 individual Christmas 
puddings, which they started 
making a month ago. 

It is open to members of 
the public between noon and 
1.15pm from Tuesdays to 
Fridays during term time, 
with three courses at £7.45, 
two courses at £6.20 and one 
course for £4.65. 

Every Thursday evening the 
restaurant becomes a mecca 
for candlelit fine dining. The 
campus in Red Lion Lane 
offers courses in hospitality 
and catering at NVQ Levels 1, 
2 and 3, as well as higher-level 
diplomas in hospitality. 

Apart from getting first- 
hand experience of customers 
in the college restaurant, 
students also get work 
experience of dealing with 
customers at outside venues, 
such as the Tudor Barn in 
Eltham. 

Level 2 catering student Ben 
Day, 18, from Charlton told 
GT: “It’s really good when 
the restaurant is busy. I like

talking to the customers, and 
some of them ask me if they 
could have the recipe because 
it was so nice. I also tell them 
how I prepared it. 

“I get a thrill when I get a 
good review on the feedback 
cards we give them. My 
favourite is preparing pastry 
and deserts, and I want to get 
an apprenticeship as a pastry 
chef when I leave.” 

Chloe Adams, 16, from Slade 
Green started her Level 1 NVQ 
this year. She said: “I like the 
catering, and the favourite 
thing I’ve cooked so far is 
ratatouille. The customers 
enjoy what we do, and we 
get compliments back from 
them.”

the priorities of residents. Its strong 
financial position enabled the council 
to freeze Council Tax and discretionary 
charges for 2009/10 at 2008/09 levels. The 
council has a good understanding of its 
costs and benchmarks itself effectively, 
particularly in education and young 
people. Service reviews in transport, 
adult social services and libraries have 
demonstrated an understanding of the 
cost drivers in key services. Efficiency 
savings for 2008/09 were comfortably 
achieved.” 

She also praised the way in which it goes 
about its everyday business, pointing to 
council strategies which enabled local 
businesses to tender for work boosting local 
employment. 

Her report said: “The council has a strong 
public service ethos which is evident from its 
leadership arrangements and the commitment 
to providing better outcomes for local people. 
Risk management arrangements are 


good and the council’s counter fraud 
arrangements are very good. The counter 
fraud team has achieved a strong anti- 
fraud culture through effective training 
and publicity around prosecutions.” 

On the environment, she said: “The 
council has a good understanding of 
how it uses its natural resources and 
has an effective biodiversity action plan 
in place which has made its parks and 
open spaces environmentally sustainable. 
Asset management at the council is very 
good with the modernisation programme 
delivering regeneration of run-down areas 
using council assets and providing up to 
date office accommodation.” 

Council leader Chris Roberts proposed a 
Council Tax freeze at last Thursday’s full 
council meeting. He told GT: “The District 
Auditor’s assessment of the council is 
clearly an excellent outcome. It reflects 
our strong performance in the things that 
really matter to people and allows us to 
propose a freeze of Council Tax again next 
year.”

Don’t get bitten 
by loan sharks 


PEOPLE in the borough with 
money problems are being 
warned not to fall victim to 
unscrupulous ‘loan sharks’ 
who charge outrageous 
interest rates, leaving 
borrowers even deeper in 
debt. 

The warning comes from 
council Trading Standards 
officers concerned about 
leaflets which are currently 
circulating the borough. 
They’re concerned that some 
residents maybe tempted to 
take out an easy-to-obtain 
loan. But they run the risk 
of missing the ‘small print’ 
information about interest 
rates and penalties. 
Greenwich Council’s Trading 
Standards team cannot take 


any action against these 
sorts of loan companies, 
providing they are acting 
within the law. Instead, the 
council recommends that 
people should approach 
reputable lenders such as 
Greenwich Credit Union, 
a financial co-operative 
monitored and regulated 
by the Financial Services 
Authority. It is based in 
Thomas Street, Woolwich, 
and offers small low-interest 
loans to people who either 
live or work the borough. 

The Credit Union was set 
up in March 1998, and is 
sponsored by Greenwich 
Council.

Tax rebate email scam 


COUNCIL trading standards 
experts are warning residents 
about scam emails promising 
tax rebates. 

The emails appear to come 
from HM Revenue & Customs 
and advise the recipients that 
they are due a repayment of 
overpaid tax. The email then 
asks recipients to complete 
an online application form 


in order to get their refund. 

But trading standards says 
the HMRC would never send 
notification of tax rebates by 
email, or ask the public to 
disclose personal or payment 
information by email.

Roberts, paid a visit to 


the site last Wednesday 
to check on progress. 
Cllr Roberts said: “It is 
crucial for our borough 
that the funding for 
the Woolwich Crossrail 
station is finalised. 
This is an absolutely 
essential project for 
Greenwich and its 
residents. A Woolwich 
Crossrail station will 
not only create new jobs

Schools’ end of year musical bash 
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TRANSPORT for London 
has published detailed 
travel information for next 
summer’s Olympic Games. 
Roads in particular will be 
subject to changes, with 
Greenwich, Woolwich, and 
the Peninsula expected to 
be high impact areas for the 
duration of the Games until 
August 12. 

Weekday Tube passengers at 
North Greenwich are likely 


to experience long waits in 
excess of 30 minutes in the 
evenings from July 30 until 
August 10. 

Morning travel should be 
largely unaffected during the 
period. 

Travellers on the DLR from 
Greenwich may experience 
half-hour waiting times from 
the early afternoon into the 
evening between July 30 
and August 9. The morning 


commute could also be the 
subject of 15-minute delays. 
Cutty Sark DLR station will 
not be in normal operation, 
and details of its usage have 
yet to be finalised. 

Woolwich Arsenal DLR 
station is not expected 
to experience significant 
disruption. 

Businesses are advised to

TfL says that two thirds of 
Tube and DLR services and 
70 per cent of road traffic 
in the capital will not be 
affected.

Welcome to the house

A DD oak-panelled 

Shrewsbury House to 
hidden treasures in 
the borough that demand to 
be discovered. 

It takes some finding, tucked 
away in leafy Bushmoor 
Crescent, Shooters Hill - too 
narrow for even a hop-on bus 
- but more than worth the 
effort for anyone looking for an 
activity or a group looking for a 
home. 

It has 10 rooms, three of them 
big and the others more than 
serviceable. “We can use the 
big rooms for weddings and 
suchlike,” said Cressida Senkus, 
secretary to a committee 
of volunteers, whose own 
involvement started 30 years ago 
with the children’s playgroup. 

“Upstairs we have rooms 
used for Jujitsu, Yoga, dancing 
and for training events by the 
council. The natural light is 
wonderful and would lend itself 
to an art class. We also have 
some office space that would 
be ideal to rent by voluntary 
groups. 

“This is a grand old building, 



very warm and welcoming, and 
we’re always looking for keen 
volunteers to join us” 

There’s also the annexe, a 
windowless building with 24- 
inch walls that probably came 
in handy during the war and, 
like the main building, is listed. 

It’s where sassy Joanne Regan 
runs her dance class, covering 
freestyle, street and slow under 
the Dance Fever Promotions 
banner. “I’ve been teaching 
dance for 20 years,” said Joanne, 
“and been here about a year. 


I didn’t know about it until 
someone who lives round the 
corner told me about it. It’s 
lovely, perfect for us.” 

One of Joanne’s star pupils 
is 14-year-old Elbe Cooke, who 
lives in Plumstead and competes 
in freestyle events all over the 
country. 

“I’ve been doing dance since I 
was about seven. I’ve won loads of 
competitions,” said Ellie. “It’s really 
motivating. I love the competitions. 
When I started with tap and ballet 
I didn’t think I would get serious 


about it but I have.” 

Trudi Salih, from New Eltham, 
takes her two boys, Joe, nine and 
seven-year-old Sami, to Jujitsu 
every Wednesday, watched by 
three-year-old Tamsin, who 
already loves her ballet. 

“The boys started in a pre- 
junior class,” said Trudi, “and 
now they’ve gone up in grade 
and got their distinctions and 
really enjoy it. 

“They do lots of other sports. 
I’m a gymnastics coach myself 
in Greenwich schools. The 
Jujitsu complements all their 
other sports and they’re doing 
very well at school - healthy 
body, healthy mind!” 

Joe said: “I started as a red belt 
and now I’m an orange belt.” 
Sami added: “You can use it if 
someone picks on you. It gives 
you confidence. We don’t hurt 
each other, we have pads on.”

GREENWICH Peninsula is top of the 
list of UK locations for a contingent 
of Chinese business-owners looking 
for a base in Europe. 

Around 15 business leaders flew in from 
China to explore the area last weekend 
as part of their plans to set up European 
branches for 500 leading Chinese 
companies. 

The entrepreneurs included chief 
executives and presidents of ten leading 
companies which are all members of the 
prestigious Aigo Entrepreneurs Alliance. 

The Alliance aims to set up a European 
centre for its businesses where it can 
promote Chinese brands and build up 
links with leading businesses in Europe. 
It is also looking at possible bases in 
Belgium, Denmark and Holland but 
Greenwich Peninsula has been earmarked 
as the favoured location for a UK base. 

If Greenwich is chosen, it would bring 
jobs to the area as well as enhancing 
Greenwich Peninsula’s reputation as an 
important business district. 

The business leaders met council 


and government officials who work to 
promote overseas investment into the 
UK. 

The delegation was officially welcomed 
by Cllr Denise Hyland, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills. 

Cllr Hyland told GT : “It is clear to me 
that the delegation went away with a 
very positive impression of Greenwich. 

“We shared many ideas about how we 
might work together in the future and 
how we might link the Alliance members 
to local businesses. We will have to wait 
to see if they choose the UK over other 
European Countries. 

“But whatever the outcome, it is very 
satisfying that Greenwich is their first 
choice within London. 

“We have worked very hard to get to 
a position where Greenwich is seen as 
a prime business location. It is a very 
positive sign as we go into 2012 when the 
borough will receive an unprecedented 
international profile.” 

Plans are being made for a follow-up 
visit in February.

Mice-infested shop 
closed by council 


Inspectors find dead rodent in a box of tissues 


ENVIRONMENTAL health 
inspectors who found a 
major mouse infestation 
at a grocery store in 
Plumstead noticed that the 
mice had eaten the outside 
of a chocolate bar but left 
the honeycomb centre. 

The mice had also gnawed 
bags of flour, pasta, peanuts 
and rice, plus nine packets 
of plantain crisps, Bromley 
Magistrates’ Court heard. 

There were mouse droppings 
on or next to apples, table salt 
and drinks, plus numerous 
mouse droppings on the 
shelves and on the floor. 

Menvo Limited and Mr Joseph 
Kantsa, joint food business 
operators of Menvo Food and 
Wine in Plumstead Common 
Road were prosecuted for food 
hygiene offences. 

The infestation was found 
during a routine inspection 
on July 19, 2010. The officers 
found numerous food 
items gnawed by mice or 
contaminated with droppings. 
A dead mouse was found in a 
box of tissues in the basement. 

The business employed two 
pest control companies to 
visit the premises to try and 
treat the infestation. They 
commented: “Bad smell in 
shop of rodents, heavy mice 
activity in all areas... a lot 
of evidence of mice.” Their 
recommendations - including 
a deep clean of all rubbish and 
dropping - were ignored. 

Due to the major mouse 
infestation, contamination 



Mr Joseph Kantsa initially 
pleaded not guilty to some 
offences. But he then pleaded 
guilty to all of them at Woolwich 
Crown Court on December 7. He 
was fined £5,000. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for community safety 
and environment, told GT: “The 
vast majority of food businesses 
ensure that the food they supply 
to residents and visitors to 
Greenwich is safe. 

“Almost all owners work with 
our Environmental Health 
teams to keep their premises 


clean and pest free. To close a 
food business is very rare, but 
in this case we were left with no 
option. 

“There was a history of one 
of the owners ignoring his own 
pest control advice and previous 
legal action to allow the same 
offences to be repeated. The 
owners clearly failed to protect 
their customers by putting their 
own profits ahead of public 
health.”

of food being placed on sale 
to the public and the lack of 
hot water, the premises were 
formally closed on the day of 
the inspection. 

The premises were closed for 
one week and not allowed to 
reopen until the premises were 
thoroughly cleaned and the 
mouse infestation controlled. 

The director of Menvo Limited, 
Mr Godwin Okri, a qualified 
barrister, pleaded not guilty 
on behalf of the company at 
Bromley Magistrates Court. 
However, the court fined the 
company £5,000 with £3,000 
costs.

For properties advertised for band A and band B 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations Section 
on 020 892 1 294 1 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of the 
property you’re after; which will be on the advert.

HEALTH advisors are 
offering support to older 
people, families with small 
children, and those worried 
about fuel bills as it begins to 
get colder this winter. 

NHS Greenwich is giving 
advice and support as part 
of this year’s national Keep 
Warm, Keep Well campaign. 

As well as offering practical 
tips on how to keep warm, 
the health authority is 
reminding residents that 
many borough GP surgeries 
and health centres now 


have longer opening hours, 
including evenings and 
weekends. Pharmacists are 
also on hand to give health 
advice about winter illnesses 
without having to make an 
appointment. People are also 
being advised to have their 
seasonal flu jab especially 
those who are over 65 years old, 
have a long-term condition, 
are a carer or are pregnant 
as they are entitled to the 
free vaccination. Patients can 
go to their GP, or one of 18 
Greenwich offering the jab. 


“Being warm and well during 
winter can keep coughs and 
colds at bay, but can also 
protect you from serious 
illnesses such as pneumonia,” 
said David Sturgeon, the 
director of primary care and 
community transformation 
at NHS Greenwich. “This 
is especially important

DISABLED and able-bodied children 
mixed together to compete in a 
special paralympic-style event in 
front of local wheelchair rugby star 
Andy Barrow. 

The man who has captained and won 
gold medals for Great Britain was clearly 
impressed when his pre-tournament 
talk inspired the children to fire back 
the need for “friendship, respect and 
determination” in sport. 

Year 5 and 6 Pupils from Charlton Manor 
primary school went to Charlton School 
to try the “inclusive” sports of boccia, 
new age kurling, polybat and goal-ball. 
Some of them competed in wheelchairs 
to experience what some of their hosts do 
every day. 

Ten-year-old Markus Johnson told GT: 
“I think today is great fun and it made 
me realise how lucky we are. It made me 
understand on how some other children 
live. 

“I liked the kurling and the boccia. I was 
a little bit nervous before we came but 
now I feel much more comfortable about 
it.” 

Charlton School pupil Charlie Harknett, 
aged 12, said: “I’ve liked meeting new 
people, making new friends. It’s like 
getting to know people around the world. 
I’ve been here two years now and like 
ICT best. At the moment we’re making a 
calendar.” 

His PE teacher, Neal Collard, helped to 
organise the event with Charlton Manor 
PE co-ordinator Ed Price. Neal, who has 
been at the school for three years and has 
moved to Shooters Hill from Croydon, 
said: “Today is all about getting some 
mainstream pupils from Charlton Manor 
linked together with our special students 
and give them a different insight into 
paralympic sports.
